HERE are now ſo many Ways contriv'd 


to byaſs the Judgment of the People, 
and the People themſelves have taken 


up ſo many New Ways to expreſs them 


ſelves, that we are oblig'd to take New Wzys alſo, 

to underſtand them by. Nothing is more cer- 

' tain, than that the Methods of Underſtandin 

Things muſt Yary as the Methods of Expreſſing 
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2 A New Teſt of the 


them vary, or elſe the Actions of Men will ſoon 


come to ſpeak a Language not at all to be un- 


derſtood, and the Voice of Things will have as 
much Confuſion as the Voices of Men had of Old 


at the Building of Babel. | 
Among the great Variety there is to be found 


in the World of this Kind, nothing ſeems more 
remarkable, than the frequent Alterations made 


in the Meanings of the Tame Things, whether 


ſpoken or done in theſe few late Years ; by which 


It is grown prepofterous to expect, that Men ſhou'd 


be ſuppos'd to mean the ſame Thing to Day, that 
they meant yeſterday by the ſame Words. 

This might be illuſtrated by many Examples, 
but by nothing more plainly than by the various 
Uſe, Intent, Meaning and Deſign of SWEARING; 
eſpecially that of Taking or Refuſing Oaths to 


Governments, Allegiance to, and Abjuration of 
Princes, and the like. > þ 


Here Men ſtand off, and refuſe to take Oaths 
to the laſt Minute, and then with the utmoſt Re- 
luctance, to ſave a Place, Benefit, or Preferment, 


they take this Oath, and yet at the ſame Time, 
ſwear that they do it Heartily, Willingly and Truly. 


In another Caſe, Men abjure. Foreign Preten- 
ders, © Declaring, Teſtifying, Profeſſing and 
« Acknowledging (ide the Abjuration) that they 
c do believe in their Conſcience, that the Pre- 
ce tended Prince of Wales, or King James III. to 


„ calling himſelf, hath not any Claim, or Title 
c to the Crown of this Realm, &c. | 


And at the ſame Time, theſe Gentlemen in 
their open Profeſſion , acknowledge the ſaid 


Pretender, Drink his Health upon their Knees , 


Pray Cap in Hand, for his Reſtitution, and Act 
openly for his Intereſt ; of which, the Author 


numbly prays, the ſwearing Jacobites not to 5 
5 nim

him to the Neceſſity of bringing numerous Ex- 
amples, for Fear of a Black Liſt, they wou'd 
not be glad to ſee come abroad in the World. 
And yet all theſe Contradictions are eaſie to 
be reconcil'd, and the Honeſty and Integrity of 
the Parties may be clearly defended, and this 


is the Work of the preſent Undertaking, per- 
baps, you may think it diſhcult, but you may 


be of another Opinion when you have duly con- 
1ider'd the Particulars. | ROE 
There is a Thing call'd The Sence of the Na- 


tion; by which, all Things of this Kind are deter- 


min'd and underſtood ; and this prevails not 
a2ainſt the Literal Meaning of Words only, but 
againſt the plain and viſible Conſtruction of Mens 
Actions, and is now become the only true Rule 
to judge by. Cuſtom has by the Law of Nations, 


obtain d a very great Authority all over the World, 
having in all Ages, been the only Judge of Propriety, 
the Guide of Languages, the Allow'd Authority for 


Speech, and having given the true Legitimacy to 


Words. From hence, It is a moſt neceſſary Conſe- 
quence as well as a certain Truth, that Cr/tom is the 
great Arbiter of Aſeaning in Speech: Nor can we 


give any greater Reaſon, nor in mary Caſes, any other 
Reaſoy, for the Extenſiveneſs of Words, than the 


Cuſtom and Uſage of the Country, that is in Eng- 


liſh, The Sence of the Nation. No Man can ſay, why 


a Spade is call'd a Spade, or a Tree a Tree z Why 
Whore ſignifies a Leud Woman, why a weai-beaded 


Man is call'd a Fool; why a Man that obs another 
is call'd a Thief : But that it is the Cuſtom of the 
Place, that ſuch Words ſhall be ſo underſtood, 


or to ſpeak more plainly, This is the Sence of the 
Nation. „„ . 


| The ſame Authority 18 given for feveral Mord 


ſignify ing the /ame Thing, or /everal Things being 
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Convenience of this to Mankind, and conſequently, 


4 ANew Tet of the 
fignify'd by the /ame Word, frequent Inſtances of 
which are to be given in our Language, and all 


are legitimated by Caſtom as the Senſe of the Nation. 


By this Authority of Cu#tom a High-Church-/Mar 
and a Mad-Man, a Tory and a Thief, a Whis and a 


Pre cbyterian are all become ſynonimous to one ano- 
ther; tho' if we take the People and examine them 


apart, they pretend quite other Things; but it muſt 
be fo underſtood, for Tis the Sence of the Nation. 
But what ſhall we ſay to a new Tyranny of Cuſtom, 


which is now invading us with Exotick Significations 


of Words, ſuch as were never heard of here before: 


By which, for Example, a Sacheverellite and a Jaco- 


bite, a Mad-Turor and a Non-Juror, a High-Flyer and 


a Henc h- Papiſt are become ſynonimous, and figni- 


fy the ſame Thing; nor are the Etimologies or 
Vulgar Acceptations of the Words to be alter'd, or 
their Agreement to be interrupted by the Caſual 
Intervention of Taking or Refuſmg Oaths, Abjura- 
tions, Afociations, or any ſuch Trifles upon any 
Account whatſoever, The Reaſon is plain, for ſuch is 


the Sence of the Nation. | 
All this is brought to paſs, by the Wonderfu 
Aſſiſtance, and Irreſiftable Force of CUSTOM, 
which, by her abſolute Authority in the Kingdom 
of Specch, has full Power to cauſe what Conſtruc- 
tion ſhe pleaſes to be put upon Words, and to cauſe 
them to be underſtood as beſt may ſerve to her Royal 
Ends and Purpoſes ; --- making thoſe Conſtructions 
become The Sence of the Nation. . be

We are next to prove, The Great Uſefulneſs and 


the 


the Reaſonableneſs, and indeed, Neceſſity of Sub- 
mitting to this Government of Cufom ;, as allo, that 
in all Ages, and in all Nations, ſhe has exercis'd this 


Authority, and that, therefore, having Preſcription 
to plead for it, ſhe 1s entitul'd by her immemorial 


ſelf to an mdeſeizible Title to it, and may indeed her- 
{elf be call'd The Seunce of the Nation. | 


Aud firſt, to the Uſefulneſs of it, in which it 


appears like the Copernican Syitem of Philoſophy, 
which, tho? it admits of many Doubts, and has 
ſome Difficulties in it, which can allow no Demon- 
ſtration, yet is receiv'd, becauſe by that See ne, we 
can the better ſolve other Phenomena in Nature, 
which were perfectly unaccountable, and indeed, 
inconceivable before: So in this Caſe, tho' there 
may be ſome Odjections perhaps, unanſwerable a- 
gainſt this Tyranny of Cuſtom, and ſome Diffi- 


culties in our Subjection to it, which ſeem abſurd, 
and ad mit of no Demonſtration, yet we receive it as 


a Thing, by which, we can better ſolve ſome 


ſtrange and wonderful Phenomena in the Conduct of 
Mankind, which can no otherwiſe be accounted 


for, but by their being The Sence of the Nation, 

By this Glorious Syſtem, a Man may fail North 
and South at the ſame Time in the great Ocean of 
Politicks; two Men may turn Back to Back in the 
great Road of Allegiance, and One Travel, that is, 
Swear, one Way, One another; and marching 
on ſtrait forward meet at the fame Point of Truth 
and Sincerity. For Example, A Man may {wear to 
the Man he fiobts againſt, and fight for the Man he 


ſwears againſt : And all this only by Cuſtom fteppin 


in, and legitimating the Word SWF ARING, and 
TESTING, to mean the ſame Thing in The Sence 
of the Nation. 5 by 

Nor is this a Novelty, or ſtarted to gratify a 
Party, No, no, Gentlemen; Iwill not da the Facobites

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ſo much Wrong. However neceſſary it may, at this 
Time, be to their Cauſe, and therefore, very happily 


made Uſe of by the Fathers of their Flock; but 


the Thing has ever been the Cuſtom, of ſuch Kind 
of People as they are compos'd of, and eſpecially 


among us, and is, therefore, to be taken here as 
the Sence of the Nation.

Nor ſhall I need to be ſent back to the Hea- 


then Ages of the World, whether Grecian or Roman, 


in which, tho” the like Authority of Cuſtom had in- 
troduc'd the like Practice, yet Generous Principles 
had almoſt prevailed to explode her Authority 3 
ſince it has been obſerv'd, to revive with the In- 


troduction of Chriſtianity, and to obtain more 
among the Chriſtian Part of the World, than ever 


it did among the Heathen, and has almoſt in all 
Places among them, been the Sence of the Nation. 
I need not go to Sacred Writ for the Perjury, 
or worſe, of Jacob to Eſau; Breach of Honour in 
David to the Poſterity of Jonathan, and the like 
fince they have Exceptions in them, which, per- 
haps, we cannot ſo well diſcant upon in this Place. 
need no: dwell upon the Mahomet ans making 
a Jeſt of keeping Faith with Chriſtians; ſince we find 
Chriſtians making the ſame Jeſt of Keeping Oaths to 
to thoſe they call Hereticks and Phanaticks, and that 


in Rome, France, Italy, and England; it has been the

What need I examine the JEST which Princes 
have made in the World, of their Swearing to 
Treaties and Capitulations. The Oaths, Anglice, 
FESTS of Renunciations of Right and Diſclaim- 
ing Succeſſions. -------- The BANTER of Oaths 


call'd Coronation-Oaths to Subjects, and the like, 
theſe are ſo flagrant they need no Repetition, and 


that they /ionify nothing, has long been allow'd in 
France and Elſewi.ere, to be the Sence of the Nation.

Nor need I go far, to ſhew you the general 
Oaths taken by conquer'd Cities and Provinces, 
to the reſpective Conquerors Alternately as they 
ſubdu'd them. Nor the JESTING, I mean, 
Swearing of Nations to Princes, whom they think 
fit afterwards Nationally to Reſiſt, and Depoſe 
ſince their NON-SIGNIFICATION has on all Oc- 


caſions appear'd to be the Sence of the Nation. 


After all theſe will you any longer queſtion, that 
the Swearing, Fore-Swearing, or Back-Swearing; 
z. e. Abjuring of Parties, can be any more than 
JESTING ; that it can be taken for any other 


by the Princes to whom, or meant for any other 


with the Parties hy whom they are taken; and 
hat their being taken for a Jeſt, is now become

What is that we call CUSTOM, but the Sence 
of the Nation. . Or, The common Acceptat.on, in 
which, ſuch, and ſuch Things are generally re- 


ceived; and by which, the Signification, or Non- 


Signification of what is ſaid, or done, is under- 

ſtood in General.

Let's begin with what we call common Conver- 

ſation, Here CUSTOM, which I thus call the 


Sence of the Nition, has commanded that we ſhould 


underſtand SWEARING to be really no leſs than 
JESTING, and when a Man wiſhes God may Damn 


him, or ſtop his Vitals, when he Curſes his Blood, 


and ſwears By his Maler, or Redeemer; it is ex- 
peed, in good Manners, you ſhould underſtand 


him to mean Nothing at all, and 'tis plain, he is ſo 


underſtood in the Sence of the Nation. 
_ God forbid, we ſhon'd be ſo barbarous and in- 


humane, to take Men Literally when they ſwear, 
or to charge them with Meaning when they blaſ- 


pheme God, damn themſelves, and ſwear ſolemnly 
to what they ſay ; this wou'd be the unreatonableit 
. ; Thing 
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8 A New Teſt of the 
Thing in the World, and you muſt then charge 
them wich Perjury a Thouſand Times a Day. The 
Caſe is plain, you myſt refer to the great Law 
of Cuſtom, which is The Sence of the Nation. 


This Cuſtom governs Kingdoms as well as Alen, 


and dire&s you to take all the Imprecations and 


Execrations of the Common Converſation of Men 
to franify nothing at all; as Froth upon your Drink, 


which proceeds from its Strength, but when you 
Skim it off, the pure Liquor comes after; ſo this 
Swearing is nothing but a certain Froth or Foam 


of the Mouth proceeding from the Heat of the 
Paſſions, which Men throw by and take for no- 


thing, and Skimming it off from Speech, the true 


Genuine Sence of the Man comes after it: And 
thus it is generally taken in the Sence of the Nation. 


From hence it follows, That a Man ſhall ſwear 


a Thouſand Street-Oaths in an Hour, to the Truth 
of a Thing which he knows nothing of, or to do ſome- 
thing he never intends, or that he did ſomething 


he never thought of, and yet remain a Man of Ho- 


nour; if you bring him upon his Oath in a Court 
of Juftice, or make him a Witneſs between Man 
and Man, you may depend upon his Evidence 
to be punctual and True, and he ſcorns to for- 
wear himſelf: Nay, he ſhall paſs for a good Wit- 

neſs, notwithſtanding his daily Perjury, in the 
Sence of the Nation. 


The Reaſon is plain, Cuſtom has preſerv'd ſome 


Veneration to a Forma] Oath in Bearing Witneſs, 
but The Sence of the Nation has long ſince taken 


away all Signification from the moſt violent Oaths 


in the World in common Speech, as Things that 
neither are intended, or ſhouw'd be underſtood to 
have any Kind of Meaning at all in them. H. - 
is an Eminent Juftice of Peace, he puniſhes 
Drunkenneſs, Whoring and Swearing impartially, 


as the Law directs, and when a Man is brought 
: ED | | before 


before him for theſe Crimes, he decently ex- 
Horts him to forbear; but he {wears and blaf- 


phemes in the very Act of Executing the Law 


upon them, and damns himſelf upon the very 
Bench. The Caſe is plain, It is all without any 
Signification, nay, it is not to be call'd Speech, 
but a certain Kxcrement of the Pafſions which 
breaks out at the Mouth; it has a kind of Sound, 


indeed, like Words, but it is hardly known by 


the Parties themſelves; it has no Communica- 
tion with the Thoughts, and catinot be under- 
ftood to have any Meaning at all; like the 
Joni fatui in the Air, which have an Appearance 
of Fire, and give a kind of Light, or rather, a 
ſhining Reflection of Light, but have no Heat, 


and are efteem'd as a meer Vapour, ' without 


any Signification. Woes | 
We might enter into the General Examina- 


tion here, of the Manners of the Age, and we 
| ſhou'd find, that it is the molt neceſlary Thing in 
the World, that Cuſtom ſhou'd allow Men to go 


on in a Method of Speaking without Signification. 
------ That Abundance of the moſt Common Part 
of Humane Converſation ſhou'd be interlac'd 
With theſe Non-Entities in Speech: That as they 
are Ornaments in Style, and Uſeful Articles in 
Founding the moſt Eflential Parts of Speaking, 
we cannot be without them. ------ The Reaſon , 


Long Experience has found it neceſſary, and 


they are thus, underſtood in the Sence of rhe 


Nation: More particularly, In Friendſhip, in Reep- 


ing Secrets, in Treaties of Accommodation, in Rec on- 


ciliations of Differences, in Acknowledging Obligations, 


in Proteſtations of Gratitude, in New Acquaintan= 


ces, in Seeking Eguours, but above all, in Matters 


of Love, Gallantry, and Paying of Debts: [ fay, 
long Experience has found, that Oaths, Aſſevera- 
"= ” tions,

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7. tions,. and the Deepeſt Imprecations, without the 
leaft Intent or Meaning either to keep or break 


them, muft be made Uſe of in ſuch Things as 


theſe. ------ They are thought neceſſary to fil up 


the Vacancies of Elocution, ſapply the Defe& of 


Language, aſſiſt the Paſſions, appear inſtead of 
Sincerity, and the like; in all which *tis not at 


All requiſite, that any manner of Meaning ſhou'd 


go along with them. 

There are innumerable Examples to illuſtrate 
this, ---- and many a Votary to a Party has left 
us their Dying Teſtimony of it at the Gallows, 
of which Coleman was a Famous Inſtance in the 
laſt Age , -------- has been ſo in this, and 
FULLER, they ſay, is a living Witneſs a- 
gainſt Dr. Sache verell for the like. 


To bring it home to our Point, Cuſtom hav- 


ing thus legitimated this Practice, and Swearing 
and Jeſting being the ſame Thing in the Sence 


of the Nat ion, It ſeems ſtrange, that our fooliſh. 
People ſhould object againſt the Inconſiſtency 


of any Part of our Modern Oaths, I mean, 
in. Publick Matters, ſuch as, of Merchants taking 


Cuſtom-Houſe Oaths, which are become inſigni- 
cant to a Proverb ; Cirizezs taking the Oath. 


of a Freeman, which *tis impoſſible for ſome of 


| them to keep; Aſſeſſors and Commiſſiuners in Taxes 


take Oaths, which they never think of again. 


Men ſwear off Taxes, ſwear to Accounts, and 


ſwear upon Juries ; ſrear when they go into 
Offices, and ſwear when they go ont; {wear ts 


the QUEEN, and ſwear at the QUEEN ; ---- 


and what is all this, but to tell us, that Cuſtom 


Has taken off the Sanction of Oaths, and eſta- 


bliſh'd this tor a Law, That You ave to take them,

CUSTOM has declar'd, that all thoſe Poli- 
tick Oaths are taken as having no Significa- 
tion; That we are to underſtand them, and 
the Takers of them to have 20 Meaning at all, 


and that they paſs for Nothing; this being 
the Sence of the Nation. 

On theſe Accounts they cannot be ſaid to 
deceive us, for that we have nothing more 


to expect from them, than we ought to ex- 


pett from People, that ſwear withour Meaning, 


and look upon Oaths to have no Signification. 
It cannot be forgotten here, that this re- 


conciles the Endeavours ſome People uſe, as 


expect the Overthrow of the Tolleration, the 
Rupture of the Union, and the Diflolving the 
Eſtabliſn'd Succeſſion, notwithſtanding her Ma- 


jeſty's Sacred Promiſe frequently given from 


the Throne to Support, and Defend them, and 


to Maintain the firſt of them inviolably. 

It is evident, theſe Gentlemen take all theſe 
Sacred Pledges of Honour given by Her Majeſty, 
to be like their own Swearing, -------- viz. to 
be taken for NOTHING, to have no Manr.er 
of Signification, ſo to be meant at firſt, and ar 


laſt ,, - and that this is the Seuce of the 


Nation. Z | 

It is farther evident, that in their Offering to 
put the Queen's Undoubted Title to the Crown, 
upon Her Majefty's Hereditary, not Parliamen- 
tary Right; at the ſame Time oftering no- 
thing againſt the Legitimacy of the Pretender, 
they wou'd have Her Majeſty believe, Her ha-

Theſe Phenomena in our Politick Philoſophy, 


are ſolv'd very readily by this Do&rine of the 


Sovereignty of Cuſtom, to eſtabliſn the Mean- 
ing, or No-Meaning of Speech, and to legiti- 
mate the No-Meaning of the moſt Solemn Ac- 
tions in the World.

Izhis brings us down to the moft clear De- 
monſtration, that any Man can deſire of ſuch a 


new advanc'd Syſtem, and I ſhall bring you 
abundant Teſtimony from all Parts of this Na- 
tion, when in their moſt Solemn Applications 


to their Princes, the Good People of England 


have no other Teſtimony ef their Sincerity 
and Honeſty, either to God, their Sovereign, 


or themſelves, than that they had no Mean- 


ing at all in what they faid. 
This is to be found, or, at leaſt, to be 


ſearch'd for in the Famous Addrefles, which 
upon ſundry Occaſions have been preſented to 


our Princes from the Good People of England; 


particularly thoſe in the late King Ja» e 's Time, 


upon the Subject of the Birth of the Prerenger, 
the taking off the Penal Laws and Teft, and 
the bringing Papiſts into Employ ment; not ex- 
eluding ſome now preſented, and preſenting 
to Her Majcſty, by ſeveral Sorts of People, on 
the Behalf of the Corrupted Doctrines of Here- 
ditary Right , Non-Reſiſtance, Diflolving Parlia- 
ments, eee © jr Nabe | 

Perhaps ſome People may alledge, that there 


has been a little Meaning in the Heads of the 


People in theſe Caſes. But as ſuch pretending 
Advocates will be brought to acknowledge thoſe 
Meanings, to be abſurd Contradictions to one 
another; inconfiſtent with Honour; Liberty, Con 
„ | ſtitution 
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ſtitution and Religion; and particularly, the 


Sorts of Addrefles One with Another; I cannot 


but think the kindeft as well as eaſieſt to be 
demonſtrated Truth we can ſay of them is, that 
they had no Meaning at all; that they were 


deſign'd by themſelves to paſs for nothing, re- 
geiv'd fo by their Princes, and that this Opi- 


nion of them has always been the Senſe of 


the Nation. | 
However that any One may enter into the 


Enquiry, and tell us what they think: Whe- 
ther it can be poſſible the People cou'd mean 
any Thing in theſe Addreſſes; and if they had 
any Meaning what it mas: I ſhall preſent the 


Reader with a few of both the Kinds, fet One 


againft Another; ---- As to the Meaning or No- 


Meaning of the firit Parcel, I ſhal] evidence 
what I alledge, of their having been deſign'd 


to paſs for nothing by their Authors from the 
Conſequences. As to the ſecond Sort, I ſhall 


leave them to the Sence of the Nation, to judge 


them by their Probability. A 


In my Opinion, Time has made it appear, 


that Addreſſing in King Fame's Time, had no 


Meaning at all, other than a meer Pulling off 
the Cap, Which we do to any Body we meet, 


with Jour Servant Mr. Such a One, Which really 
paſtes for juſt nothing at all; for if the Man 
was to go to the Gallows the nezt Day, you 
have nothing to ſay to him. ------- So it was 
the Faſhion juſt then, to ſay any Thing which 
they thought their Prince wou'd be pleas d with; 


to do any Thing he bid them; to thank him 


for every Thing be did, whether for or againſt 


them. ------- As to Liberty, Priviledges, Laws,

| Slaves: Beſides, Her M ajeſty knows they ſpeak KY

not be nam'd with the reſt; For what figni- 
nes it, what the Subje&'s Sence is, if their 
Part confiſts only in an Unlimited Submiſſion. 
| The next Thing which makes it ſeem, that 
theſe Addreſſings cannot be grateful to the 

Government, is, that they are of ſo many dif- 
fering and inconſiftent Parts, even tho' pre- 

ſented on the fame Side, and from the ſame 

Parties: One gives up all Her Majefty's Claim

In the Matter of Government and Sub- 
miſfion they contradi& one another, and con- 
tradi& themſelves; ſome talk of Abſolute Obe- 
dlience, even to Tyranny and Oppreſſion; and 

of the Jllegality of Reſi ſtance on any Pretence , 
of the Nonſence of Re ſictance, of the Ridieulouf-

_culs them. 
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neſs of it, of its being a Damnable Sin; while 
others fay, they have reſifted, and will reſis 
again. Thus they torture their Sovereigns 
with their unintelligible Stuff, and make them- 
ſelves, no Doubt, very ridiculous. | 
Can any one make us believe, that this is 
pleaſant to Her Majeſty, that it is any Way 
ſerviceable to the New Miniſtry, or agrecable 
to the Friends of their Intereſts ---- Were the 


good People unanimous in their Application, uni- 


form in what they addreſs about, and would 
they keep the Bounds of Duty, and Reaſon in

As to Her Majeſty's Intereſt, whether real or 
ſvppoled ; whether in the New Miniſtry, or the 
Old; whether in Parliament, or out of it; theſe 
Addrefles ſeem to do it no Service at all. ---» [f 
the Mcthod of obtaining them were juſtifiable, 
the Language of them agreable to Sence, the 
Conſequence of them Peace, and the Managing 
of them free of Diſorders, Riots, and a Civil 
War among Neighbourhoods and Societies, ſome- 
thing might be 1aid, at leaſt, to palliate and ex- 


Wiſe 
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Wiſe Miniſters of State never covet Riots 
and Tumults, Breaches and Diſorders among 
the People. Peace, United Submiſſion to the 
Adminiſtration, and a due Obedience to the 
Laws, are the beſt Off rings the People can 
make to them. ------- All Kinds of Diſtractions 
among the People, are, in their Degree, Un- 
eaſinefles to every Government : And, there- 
fore, whoever they are, that would perſwade 
us, theſe Addrefles, which tis maniteſt have 
fomented our Breaches, are grateful to the Mi- 
niſtry, or to the Queen, do to the utmoſt of 
their Power, expoſe, ridicule and jeſt with their 
Governours, banter the great Officers of the 
Court, and if they durſt, would do the ſame 
to the Queen. 


It is true, Her Majeſty has receiv'd all theſe 
Addrefles very gracioully, the ſeveral Lords, 
and others, of Her Majeſty's Council, and Con- 
fadence, have concern'd themſelves to introduce 
the Addreflors to Her Majeſty, and the Clowns, 
upon all theſe Occaſions, have had the Honour 
to kiſs Her Majeſty's Hand. What can any 
one infer from hence? ---- the beſt Conſtruc- 
tion I can put upon it amounts to no more 
than this, that however fooliſh the Subje& 1s, 
the Prince is good to all; as the Sun ſhines 
upon the Garden, and upon the Dung-Hill;

Do we lee any of theſe Extravagancies a- 
mong Foreign Nations? The French are as 
lupple, as humble in their Obedience, and have 
given as good Evidences of their {laviſh Sub- 


; miſſion, as any People in the World could do, 


or, indeed, as any Prince in the World can de- 
tire subjects to do. ----- Their Monarchs are Ab- 
ſolute, and might expect from them Expreſſions. 
of Paſſive Loyaliy, as ridiculous as that Pe 
Loyalty it ſelf can be; and, indeed, in Frazce, 
 * Language might m_ ſome Meaning in 
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it: For where People are Slaves and Princes 


are Tyrants, ſuch a Stile will bear a Reading, 
When in Nations born to Freedom it is meer 
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Vet even in France, or Spain, nay, not in 
Toland, or Ruſſia, have you any. Thing of theſe 
Follies to be ſeen ; neither Prince or People 
think them of any Signification; the One does | 
not accept them , the .Other ' dare not offer | 
Noe where, but in this Land of Liberty, is 
this Folly to be found; where, I think, the very 
_ Conſtitution renders it ridiculous, and the Na- 
ture 'of the Thing makes it utterly contemp- 
tible. Where the Laws expoſe it as Criminal, 
and the Peoples Rights make it abſurd. To 
talk here of Unlimited Obedience, is to talk what 
no Body regards that hears it, and no Body 
— thc ſpeks it. 
This is the Reaſon why theſe Sheets were 
written, the Author is far from Leſſening the 
Duty, and Affection of the People to their 
Sovereign; but, for God's-ſake, Gentlemen, 
if you will apply your ſelves to your Queen, 
do jt in Terms. Her Majeſty may believe you 
ſerious in, and not in ſuch, as' muſt tell the
